Regarding Claim Objection and 112 rejection: 

Examiner withdraws Claim Objections and 112 rejection in view of the amendment and/or applicant's arguments. 

However, The examiner finds the application is not in condition for allowance because the applicants' arguments are not persuasive, thus 
maintains the rejection. 

For example, the applicants have argued that: 

Claim 16 is related to a simulation system for computer-implemented simulation and verification of a control system under development. In 
this regard, the specification of the present application (in view of which the claims are interpreted) makes clear that the "under 
development" of the claimed subject matter is to a system that is presently running (i.e., already being performed) and need not be stopped 
to run a new simulation. (See Specification, page 1 1 , line 30, to page 12, line 7). It is respectfully submitted that the combination of 
Seungwoo and Petters does not disclose the above highlighted feature. 



Applicants addressed the concept of "under development". However, although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. In addition, according to MPEP 21 1 1 , claims must be given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation. Therefore, Examiner takes the position that Petters et al. teaches the cited limitation whtich is "verification of a 
control system under development" as Petters et al. teaches development of embeded system with verification of fuctional and timing 
regquirement (Introduction and section 2). Furthermore, recitation "verification of a control system underdevelopment" has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it 
merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the 
preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. 

Therefore, Examiner takes the position that the argument is not persuasive and does not place the application in condition for allowance for 
the reason set forth the above. 
The rejection is maintained.. 
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
